As per section ? (1) (c) of the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969, 
permission for the registration ofa new Society willbe given only if the Registrar 
of Co-operative Societies is satisfied that the area of operation of the 
proposed society and that of another society of similar type do not overlap . 
Government consider it difficult for the proposed Trichur Co-operative 
Spinning Mills Ltd., to raise sufficient funds from the District of Trichur for 
the establishment of a Spinning Mill and that it is quite essential that the 
area of operation of the Mills should be extended to the whole State so as to 
facilitate easy collection of requisite share capital. 

Government have therefore decided to exempt the Mills from the 
operation of section 7 (1) (c) of the Kerala Co -operative Societies Act. 
The notification is intended to achieve the above purpose .

1. Short title. These rules may be called the Minor

for the letters and figures " Rs. 1,00,000" , the letters and figures " Rs. 2,00,000 " 
shall be substituted .

general purport). 

As per the existing Rule 11 of the Minor Irrigation Rules , 1957 the 
District Collector is competent to accord administrative sanction for all minor 
irrigation works costing Rs. 1,00,000 and below for which no objections have 
been received and the majority of the proprietors agree to the work . As a 
measure to speed up the implementation of the Minor Irrigation Programme 
consequent to the new scheme of People s Participation , Government propose 
to enhance the powers of the Collectors in this regard . The preliminary 
notification is published as required in Section 42 of the Travancore -Cochin 
Irrigation Act, 1956 . 
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
